This is not true ; these papers fear no other 
power; nor is it the wish of our Government to interfere in 
the affairs of Central Asia in any way. And the State of 
Cabul shows how indifferent the Government was, for had 
the Government any desire to interfere, what more fitting 
opportunity could it have wished for? ‘Moreover, when 
affairs became more peaceable, and disturbances were at an. 
end in Cabul, then only it gave aid and consolation to the 
Chief of Cabul. Enough, then; it is not even in the slightest 
degree the wish of Government to interfere with Russia.” 


Referring to the proposed meeting of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and the Ameer of Cabul, the writer remarks, that “if, 
as was formerly intended, Peshawur had been selected as the

‘The Murdhurmint, of the 1st of March, after extracts from 
“other papers, refers to the case in which it is said that Nund 
“Lall, Extra Assistant Commissioner, was bribed by Baboo 
Horree Ram Mahunt; and the penalty inflicted on the latter 
in consequence was six years’ imprisonment, and a fine of 
‘Rs, 1,000. The editor makes the following remarks :—‘‘ The 
case is in the Punjab, and with it we have nothing to do ; but 
we see clearly that the poor suttee-wallahs have to pay for it 


in the same way: the Government makes the bribe-givers. 


pay fines, and the Government ought certainly to look into 
these points : in the first place, the receiver of the bribe ought 
to be punished more severely than the giver, and this'per- 
haps is done. Then there are two secrets: one is the case 
‘where a man, knowing his claim to be false, offers a bribe to 
gain it; the other where a man gains his case, knowing his 
claim to be just, and rewards the officer in whose Court it is 
gained. We think that the latter ought not to be fined so 
heavily as the former one, who is false: for no one is go fool- 
ish as to give money for nothing; and when money is paid in 
a just and successful cause, the fault is not so great. -We do 
not see any law or rule which is so much outraged by it; and 
considering that there is no particular rule made, it is not 
proper to inflict such heavy penalties,” The writer says he 
does not wish to uphold the act of bribery, but he certainly 
thinks six years’ imprisonment beyond all bounds in the way 
of punishment; and that the Government ought to adopt 
other preventive measures than these, which he does not con- 
sider of mech use.
